What Going to Scfctol Heart Sixty 


to Seventy Yean 


Ago 


After reading the series of letters 


written by Prof. John M. Wolf, of this 
place, to the Gettysburg "Compiler," 
•Treating on H is Sixty Years Teach- 
tag in the Public Schools," 1 thought 
I would write a short letter iu way of 
Information for the boys and girls of 
1910. 


The only public school I ever attend 


cd was at Pine Ruu, iu Hamilton 
township, Adaim County, in the latter 
part of the '40s and through the '50s. 
Had seven different teachers, and true 
as the Prof, said, they largely ruled 
with vigor, word aud blow, and blow 
first, i bad one teacher who never 
bad a smile or kind word for any of 
the pupils during his term with the 
exception of two of the larger girls ; he 
was very pleasant aud endearing to 
them. 


inasmuch as the Prof, described the 


ecbool buildings aud furniture, I shall 
not write alone that line no more than 
the blackboard. The Professor stated 
that the first blackboard; be had seen 
was when he entered the "Ethema 
Etbvgia" at New Oxford, name of 
college, "Goddess of Truth Goddess of 
Knowledge." 
The first blackboard 


was put in the Pine Bun school house 
late in the '40s, it was 3x4 feet in size. 
It was nailed against two uprights 
with two short pieces of boards 12 or 
15 inches long to form the foot, placed 
loose on the floor. One of the larger 
pupils or teacher had to steady it 
while one would write, yet we were 
glad with our uew piece of furniture. 


1 first used Pike's Arithmetic later 


.Emerson. 1 worked through biuer- 
«on twice—the main point was to get 
the answers. Cobbs' aud Froet's Head- 
ers and the United States History were 
used. Two girls by the name of Baer, 
living in this place, read German iu 
the New Testament. 
My brother 


Samuel taught that term iu the '40s. 
When writing the teacuer would 
write the copies. The quill was used 
for a pea at that time. A specimen of 
copies which one of my teachers would 
write on large foolscap paper are the 
following : "David, did you ever see 
me on a spree?" "David, did you ever 
see me in a fight ?" 


We used Osgoods speller and later 


Webster's Small Dictionary. Henry 
Hoover, of Hamilton township, aud 1 
were tne only pupils that studied 
Geography aud Grammar in all my 
echool days. Mitcbel's Geography aud 
Kirknaiu's Grammar, later Smith's. 
We knew nothing of analyzing or dia- 
graming. Parsing was taught and 
here are two of mv favorite sentences :

Auto Line to Chambersburg. 


The Chambersburg and Gettysburg 


Railway contemplate an auto line be- 
tween Caledonia and Chambersburg. 
No official information is obtainable at 
present from the C. tk G managers but 
etfough is known to warrant the state- 
ment that the line will be first con- 
ducted as experimental^ but one auto 
for passengers and one for baggage 
and light freight being used. The pas-

ot modern times, the route would be 
one of the most interesting and pic- 
turesque in this country. The road- 
way is in good condition, the line to 
fSettysnurg Is undulating and easy and 
a trip of great beauty would be en- 
Joyed.
